The statistical tables regularly published in previous issues will be continued 
with the following changes: statistics of unemployment and consumer price 
indices (general) will be published in the Supplement each month; the 
remaining tables—relating to employment, hours of work, wages and consumer 
prices (food group)—will appear at quarterly intervals, in the issues for 
September, December, March and June. In the intervening months the 


Supplement will contain, in addition to the first two tables, regular annual 
features such as the results of the October inquiry on retail prices of foodstuffs, 
fuel, etc., and hourly wages by occupations, and, as space permits, articles and 
notes on topics in the field of labour statistics.

Hourly Wages in 43 Occupations, 
October 1951 


The following table presents the results of the last annual inquiry con- 
ducted by the International Labour Office into hourly wages of adult male 
workers in October 1951 in 43 occupations.’ Data have been supplied 
by official statistical or other services of 42 countries. 

The statistics refer, in general, to hourly rates of wages for adult males 
laid down in collective agreements or arbitration awards, though in a few 
cases the data are based on wages paid by typical employers. For a few 
countries, average earnings of workers in the specified occupations have 
been supplied. In some instances, the rates communicated to the Office 
have been indicated as predominant, maximum or minimum rates (see 
footnotes to the table). Special characteristics of the occupations and 
rates of wages have been indicated by some countries, and are explained 
in footnotes. 

Where the data supplied referred to wages for a normal week’s work, 
the equivalent hourly rates have been calculated by dividing the weekly 
figure by the normal number of hours of work per week. 

For a number of years the October inquiry related to 30 occupations. 
An additional group of 13 occupations was first included experimentally 
in 1950 as a supplement to the principal inquiry, and the wage data supplied 
were published separately in the International Labour Review for May 1951. 
The October 1951 enquiry covers 43 occupations, the additional 13 oc- 
cupations being in the following industrial groups: coal mining, iron 
and steel, chemicals, woollen textiles, and banking. 

The annual October inquiry by the Office also provides data on normal 
hours of work per week in the specified occupations. These data are 
published in the Year Book of Labour Statistics.*

The results of the last annual inquiry conducted by the International 
Labour Office into the retail prices of certain articles of ordinary consumption 
(foodstuffs, fuel, etc.) are given in the following table’. The figures relate 
to 56 countries and have been supplied directly to the Office by the official 
statistical services of the countries concerned. Prices are shown in local 
currencies. 

Data are usually given for the capital or for some of the principal cities 
of the country. In a few cases, averages of the prices in several cities are 
given ; unless otherwise indicated, these are simple arithmetic averages. 

It should be noted that the prices given under different countries do not 
always relate to articles of exactly the same quality ; where additional 
information was given concerning quality specifications, this has been 
indicated in footnotes. Furthermore, in a few cases, goods are still rationed 
and only restricted quantities are available at the prices quoted.
